If they were all put In one 
bag they’d lift a balloon into the stratosphere. 
AH 
this comes under the heading of good fun, with cer­ 
tain notable exceptions. 
This Is why the exceptions 
are notable: 
They are Intended to deceive the public and to in­ 
fluence the delegates to the national convention — 
both national conventions. Fun is fun. but not every­ 
thing done in the name of fun is funny. 
There’s nothing funny about some of the attempts 
to get bandwagons rolling for this or that candidate. 
It Isn’t funny when writers with access to public at­ 
tention pretend that they know absolutely what’s go­ 
ing to happen in the convention. They don’t know. 
There have been relatively few conventions, except 
those which renominated men already in office, when 
anyone knew what was going to happen. 
That isn’t 
the way conventions are. 
No one objects to speculation for speculation’s sake 
But speculation for the sake of fooling people is 
highly objectionable. 
From now until the last state 
delegation is recorded in the last roll call In the Demo­ 
cratic national convention next month, beware of 
speculators who make unequivocal statement«. 


This Co uld Be A Fa d 
William Aufuldlsh. the fire captain of West Car­ 
rollton, O., has broken the ice in what might be­ 
come a fad. Peeved at the going-over he was being 
given by hecklers during a warehouse fire, he took off 
his fire hat. stamped on it and resigned. 
Among others who must get fed up with the going- 
over they are supposed to take cheerfully from heck­ 
lers are school teachers, public officials, policemen, 
baseball players, umpires and committee members 
W ith rare exceptions, they are doing their best, some­ 
times on niggardly pay kept that way by the hecklers 
who make life miserable for them, sometimes on no 
pay at all. But regardless of what they're getting out 
cf it. or whether they’re getting anything except grief, 
they’re supposed to be sweet and reasonable about the 
jeering and sniping of anyone caring to exercise the 
inalienable American right to Jibe and boo. 
Perhaps the right really is inalienable 
If so, 
there is a corresponding right to do something about 
it. the right exercised by Capt. Aufuldlsh when he 
walked off the Job.

Co uri Ma rtia l Refo rm 
Among the measures still pending In congress Is 
the court martial reform bUI passed last Jan. 18 by 
the house. 
One of the reasons for the senate delay 
is the proposal, approved by the house, to make the 
Judge advocate general’s department, the army's legal 
branch, independent of field commanders. 
The house added this provision to the biU on the 
lecommenctatlon of the secretary of war’s civilian 
committee of lawyers. 
It is opposed by Oen. Elsen 
hewer, former Secretary of W ar Patterson, himself a 
lawyer and former Judge, and virtually all the top 
army men. 
The purpoae of the change is obvious. Field com­ 
manders have frequently dominated the Judgment 
cf oourts martial, ordering them in effect to return 
directed verdicts. In the eyes of the military, to de­ 
prive a commander of control over his troop» is to 
weaken his authority. 
The Army maintains that 
m ilitary justice must also take into consideration 
the morale of the aervloe and that what might be 
considered a severe sentence for a civilian would be 
justified in the case of a soldier who. given a light 
.‘entence, might prefer to serve It rather titan risk 
his Ufe in battle. 
To veterans and civilians not eager to see field 
generals continue as courts of last resort, the ques­ 
tion naturally arises: W hy can’t a trained military 
agency not subject to the whims, prejudices and 
t «prices of field commanders dispense justice while 
being solicitous of the service's morale?

R IC K ETS is a condition due to 
lack of vitamin D, sometimes known 
as the “sunshine” vitamin. Formed 
ow U'* bodv it»ejf in the presence of 
sunshine, it Is essential to strong 
A4WAA&& diid good 
general 
health. 
Without it, neither 
calcium 
nor 
phosphorus can be used 
by 
the 
body. 
In consequence 
the bones are 
so* teneu u j wpe point wnere. they 
cannot do their Job of supporting 
the weight. 
For this reason, the 
baby with rickets is likely to de­ 
velop bow-iegs and other deform- 
-t.es 
He also has weak, 
flabby 
muscles, sweats a gree,t deal 
and 
grows cross and Irritable. 
Two Weeks Old 
Of late years babies have been 
protected against this disease 
by 
the giving of preparations con tam­ 
ing vitamin 
D, 
beginning 
when 
they ere about 
two 
weeks 
old. 
Sometimes, particularly in the case 
of premature babies who are more 
susceptible to rickets than those 
born at full term, it is started ear­ 
lier. 
Recently a cheaper 
and 
more 
convenient way of doing this has 
been discovered. 
Studies have been carried out not 
only on animals, but also with in­ 
fants, which show that It is possible 
to protect normal 
babies 
against 
rickets for a period varying from 
six to twelve months 
by 
giving 
them a series of injections of vita­ 
min D in oil. The injection is given 
into a muscle. 
It Is suggested that the best time 
for the use of this preventive meas­ 
ure is on the eighth day after birtn. 
At first, 25,000 units* of the vitamin 
D were employed; later on, this was 
reduced 
to 
one-fourth 
of 
this 
amount. 
However, in order to be 
more terrain that the rickets will 
be prevented, it is recommended 
that 12,500 units be given to pro­ 
tect 
the 
infant 
against 
rickets, 
»soecially when it is living in a re­ 
gion where, during the fall and 
.vinter months, sunshine is greatly 
reduced. 
The smaller dose may be 
used In climates where exposure to 
sunshine during the fall and winter 
months can be more liberal. 
Fall Dose 
Premature infants are given the 
full dose of 12,500 units during the 
winter period and the same da* 
luring the summer period. 
There would seem to be no ob­ 
jection to repeating the injections 
af vitamin D each year during the 
latter part of September or tire 
early part of October,, 
It would appear from the studies 
already made that such a method 
)f preventing rickets is quite satis* 
actory and should be used of ad* 
dltional studies confirm the studiat 
iheady reported.

JJR .: W ill you please tell me if an 
enlarged liver ever returns to 
its 
normal size? ? Is it dangerous? 
Answer; 
An enlarged liver may 
return to its normal size; however, 
this depends on the cause of the 
enlargement. 
Borne cases of enlarged liver are 
serious, 
such 
as 
those 
due 
to 
cirrhosis or hardening. 
The liver 
may also become enlarged as a re­ 
sult of heart failure, due to con­ 
gestion of blood in the liver. 
A thorough study should be made 
to determine the cause of the diffi­ 
culty; then proper treatment may 
be suggested.

When the house put up the shut­ 
ters for the day y esterday , 
this 
writer called one of the cong ress­ 
men who had been listening all day . 
"Do y ou think any one’s mind was 
chang ed by all the speechmaking ?” 
“ Not one,” he said. 
Why then bother to talk? May be 
three reasons: 
1. 
Some 
cong ressmen 
feel 
so 
strong ly about the draft, one way 
or the other, that they hav e to say 
something , 
2. Stome probably J ust like to hear 
themselv es talk. 
3. And some want to g et on rec­ 
ord so they can mall 
a 
copy 
of 
their speech to the v oters back home. 
It doesn’t cost them a lot to mail 
their speeches back to the voters in 
their district and all 435 seats In 
the house are at stake in this y ear’s 
elections. 
It may cost a cong ressman $13 
to $14 to hav e 1,000 copies of a pag e- 
long speech In 
the 
cong ressional 
record run o ff for him by the g ov ­ 
ernment printer. 
For each succeeding 1,000 copies, 
the cost is less. 
And the cong ressman can mall 
the speech postag e free by enclos­ 
ing It in a franked env elope. 
The real job on this bill, or any 
bill, comes when the time arriv es 
for 
offering 
amendments, 
or 
chang es.. 
The speechmaking alway s 
pre­ 
cedes the offering of amendment« . 
The house v otes on each amend­ 
ment. If all. amendments are voted 
down, the bill 
sails 
throug h un­ 
touched. By adding amendments, 
the house /streng thens or weakens 
a bill.

After three y ears of hesitatio n 
sev eral New Yo rk firms sp ecialising 
in ’ sp ecu lativ e inv estments are re­ 
p o rted making co ntacts with islands 
mining co mp anies. 
Philip p ine mines need cap ital and 
p lenty of it. Ex isting mines were 
with a few ex cep tio ns almo st to tally 
destro y ed du ring the war. Getting 
new mines started far o u t in the 
mo u ntains and Ju ngles is an ex p en­ 
siv e p rocess. 
Philip p ine mines p rewar p ro du ced 
gold, stiv er, iro n, cop p er, mangan­ 
ese and chro me. 
With gold 6 till 
selling a t » 35 p er ou nce in the 
o fficial U. 8 . market and costs 
u p 300 p er cent co mp ared to 1941 
gold has lo st mu ch of its glitter. 
(The Manila b lack market p ay s 
fro m » 4 3 to » 4 8 an o u nce to get 
gold fo r Chinese ho arders b u t no 
o ne knows how lo ng this hap p y state 
o f affairs will last). Bu t b ase metals 
p rices are b oo ming u nder the im­ 
p etu s of Marshall p lan b u sing and 
at last o ne large New Yo rk sy ndi­ 
cate has staked a small fo rtu ne o n a 
gamb le that the o fficial gold b u y ing 
p rice will b e raised within the nex t 
18 mo nths. 
A gro u p of wealthy su gar growers 
fro m the central island of Negros 
b egan entering the mining field in 
the late 1930s when fu rther ex p an­ 
sion of the su gar indu stry was halt­ 
ed b y the Philip p ine Indep endence 
act.
